A NEW BRTDOE IT Loxnoy.—London is

Ihe Thames, about half a mile east of I/ra- 
don bridge where relief for the crowded 
troGio i? imperiously demiaded, has bcc-n 
approved. Tho recent improved process in 
the manufacture of steel, by which ils 
strength is twice that of iron, and its cost 
greatly reduced, enables the construction of 
the proposed bridge. One bold span of SSO 
feet will cany the proposed highway from 
the Irongate stairs to Horselydown.

The suspension bridge 
between New York nnd Brooklyn has a span 
of 1,000 feet; and there is to be one over 
the Frith of Forth wilh two spins of 1,000 
feet each.
